Ike Says No Sacrifice Too Great To Thwart U. S. Enemies 


BOSTON UP — President Eisen­ 
hower solemnly declared last night 
that no sacrifice—no tax, for ex­ 
ample—is too burdensome for Am­ 
ericans determined to thw art “ en­ 
e m ie s of freedom 
equipped 
with 
the most terrible weapons of de­ 
struction.”

Kicking off a Republican drive 
to hold control of Congress in the 
1954 elections, the President got a 
round of applause in making that 
statem ent at a $100-a plate party 
rally in Boston Garden. 
His rem ark touched off specula­ 
tion that the White House may be 
thinking about a new tax levy to 
'£.dp meet the Russian hydrogen 
bomb threat. There has been un­

confirmed speculation the 
adm in­ 
istration might ask Congress to ap­ 
prove a national sales tax. 
House Speaker Joseph W. M ar­ 
tin (R-Mass) told the sam e rally of 
New England 
Republicans, 
how­ 
ever, “ it is universally agreed that 
next January there will be a re­ 
duction in personal income taxes 
and the excess profits tax will be 
eliminated.” 
But the President made no men­ 
tion of those scheduled tax cuts. 
It was the first time he had any­ 
thing to say publicly about “ terri­ 
ble weapons of destruction” since 
Russia announced last month that 
it had exploded a hydrogen bomb. 
The U. S. Atomic Energy Commis­ 


sion confirmed it had detected a 
Russian atomic explosion which in-1 
eluded hydrogen reactions. 
Eisenhower took no direct note 
of criticism of his administration by 
former President Truman and Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson, the Democratic 
I presidential nominee in 1952.

Some of the Democratic state- 
1 ments Eisenhower had been expect­ 
ed to answer ncluded these: 
Stevenson on defense cuts: “ It 
sounds to me as though the Admin­ 
istration was saying to the Commu­ 
nists, ‘One false move from 
you 
guys and w e’ll cut the national de­ 
fense by another billion dollars.” 
Sen. Guy M. Gillette on the P res­ 
ident's “ power to comm and” ; “ He 


says to Senator McCarthy go, and 
he stayeth. He says to Secretary 
Durkin stay and he goeth.” 
Truman on 
Republican princi­ 
ples: “ They claim they are going 
down the middle of the road, and 
if they are, they’.e gBing down it 
moving backw ard.” 
Truman on the Republican “ Big 
Business” party: “ They are mov­ 
ing the money changers back into 
the temple of government.” 
While Eisenhower took no direct 
issue with the Democrats, some of 
his COP colleagues did. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, 
chief of the U. S. mission to the 
United Nations, referred to Steven­ 
son's contention that the adm inis­ 


tration is a “ government by post­ 
ponement.”

said: 
“ Well, Mr. President, you didn’t 
postpone an armistice in Korea. If 
this is postponement, perhaps we 
could stand some more of it.”

fense of our freedom.”

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Benson Says Farm Policies 
Should Avoid Federal Tieup 


WASHINGTON CPI—Secretary of. 
Agriculture Benson told 
the 
na- \ 
tion's bankers today that U. S. farm 
policy should veer away from what 
he called centralization of power 
and undue dependence on govern­ 
ment, and that they 
could 
help 
strengthen the rural economy. 
In his talk before the conven­ 
tion of the American 
Bankers 
Assn., Benson saic a new farm 
'.program based on the principles 
of economic freedom was needed. 
He said inadequacies of the pres­ 
ent program included: 
1. Failure to build farm m arkets 
at fair prices. 
2. Interference with needed ad­ 
justm ents in farming. 
3. Tendencies to price crops such 
as wheat and cotton out of world 
m arkets and dairy products out of 
•’ mestic markets. 
r>4 
Failure to provide 
farm ers 
with incentive for progress. 
Benson called upon the nation’s 
bankers to stay with their farm er 
customers “ even when weather or 
economic conditions make debt re ­ 
paym ent less faorable.” 
“ Prospects for American peri- 
ap’ are a.e gooa,” he declared. 
He said employment is high, con­ 
sumers are demanding a 
good 
dict, and the population is in- 
rre isin g —al* operating 
<£ «»!<* 
to form a sound basis for farm­ 
ing. 
“ Rural banks are faced with a 
wonderful opportunity to strength­ 
en the rural economy,” he said. 


Appealing for help in preserving i 
“ our free enterprise system ,” the 
secretary said that in recent years 
“ our thinking people have become 
more and more concerned about 
the rapid trend toward government 
ownership.” 
“ Too m any Americans are call-! 
ing on Washington to do for them 
what they should be willing to do 
for themselves,” he said. 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion to Benson’s speech. However, 
the New York Times, 
long 
an 
Eisenhower • backer, says Ben­ 
son’s philosophy “ has occasioned 
some hand-wringing among Re­ 
publican congressm en.” It con­ 
tinues: 
“ They feel his past statements on 
farm policy, particularly his de­ 
scription of price supports as dis­ 
aster insurance shortly 
after 
he 
took office, has been a major cause 
of the unrest in the farm belt. Last 
week there was a new crop of ru­ 
mors, denied both by Benson and 
the White House, that the agricul­ 
ture secretary was on the way out. 
“ The Democrats for their part 
were doing their best to make po­ 
litical hay out of the situation. At 
the Chicago conference of the N a­ 
tional Democratic Committee, they 
accused the Republicans of allow- 
; ins. ‘solden pacauizsaf*- to the farm ­ 
ers to turn to ‘tarnished brass.’ 
“The Democratic attack under­ 
lined a fact A which both parties 
were acutely conscious: 1954 is 
both an election year and the 


year in which the Administration 
will have to take concrete action 
on farm policy. 
“ In the eight months since the 
Republicans took over, real farm 
income has gone down. Cash re ­ 
ceipts from January to August show 
a drop of 6 per cent as compared 
with the sam e period last year; j 
average farm prices are down IO 
per cent. There has been no com ­ 
parable drop in the cost of things 
farm ers m ust buy. In mid-August 
farm prices averaged 93 per cent 
of parity (IOO per cent of parity is 
the theoretical figure at which the 
farm er gets a fair price for farm 
products in relation to the things he 
must buy). If the present trend con­ 
tinues, the parity average for the 
twelve months of 1953 will drop be­ 
low' IOO for the first time since 1941. 
“ The Republicans claim the de­ 
cline started during the Truman 
Administration and does not re­ 
flect anything they have done, 
or failed to do. 
“ The Administration, as a m atter 
of fact, has taken no major action 
on farm policy. The entire m atter 
is under study pending the expira­ 
tion at the end of 1954 of the 90 per

Soviet Purge 
Sees 2 More 
Chiefs Ousted 
LONDON UP—The prem ier of the 
Georgian Soviet republic, home­ 
land of Joseph Stalin and ousted 
Red police boss Lavrenty P. Beria, 
was added today to the growing list 
rd Soviet purge victims. The first 
secretary of the Republic's Com­ 
munist party also was fired. 
The government radio in the re ­ 
public’s capital, Tifiis, announced 
P rem ier B. M. Bakhradze had been 
replaced by “ Comrade Galatish- 
viU” and that “ Comrade Merku- 
lava” was dismissed as party sec­ 
retary. 
It was the second shakeup in the 
strategic 
Georgian 
republic 
in 
’jf.*ee months and part of a contin­ 
uing Kremlin purge of the subordi­ 
nate republic governments begun 
after Beria’s arrest. 
The radio said Bakhradze was 
ousted by a decree of the Presi­ 
dium of the Supreme Soviet (leg­ 
islature) of the republic. 
That the Kremlin apparently con­ 
sidered the change of great import­ 
ance was indicated by the broad- j 
cast’s note that “ Comrade Shatal- 
secretary of the Central Com­ 
mittee of the U.S.S R. Communist 
party took part in the work of the 
Georgian plenary 
session” 
when 
the prem ier was ousted. 


ALTHOUGH in round numbers, 
this report by Ju Yon, North Ko­ 
rean representative, was the most 
detailed breakdown of unrepatriat­ 
ed Allied POWs the Reds so far 
have provided.

Two Chinese and six North Ko­ 
reans w ho changed their minds and 
decided to go home were turned 
over to the Communists.

Top Agencies 
Check Beria 
Escape Story 
WASHINGTON UP — Several gov- 
em inent 
investigative 
agencies 
were described as trying to run 
down today the truth or falsity of 
a story that Lavrenty Beria, form­ 
er police boss of the U.S.S R., has 
escaped from Russia and is seek­ 
ing asylum in America. 
Vice President Nixon said in New' 
York yesterday that such a report 
had come to his attention about 30 
days ago and is in the hands of 
the “ proper” investigative organi­ 
zations. He added he does not know 
whether the story is true. 
There was no comment from the 
State 
Department or 
the 
other 
groups Nixon named — The FBI 
and the Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy. 
Officials 
in 
the 
executive 
branch of the government indicat­ 
ed great skepticism. 
The seemingly far-fetched story 
that Beria, who was denounced as 
a traitor in July, had escaped first 
leaked out over the weekend from 
a Senate source who declined to 
be named. 
However, Sen. Joseph McCarthy 
(R-Wis) said he was being repre- 
j scnted in a “ neutral” European 
nation where he said Beria is re­ 
ported to be in hiding. The Wiscon­ 
sin senator said one investigator al­ 
ready has reported the man who 
claims he is Beria is Beria. A sec- 
! ond investigator, McCarthy says, is 
enroute to check on the first. 
When the facts finally are sifted 
out, the story will either turn out 
to be the greatest hoax or the great­ 
est cloak-and-dagger event in many 
years. 


WASHINGTON (JV-Sen. 
George 
(D-Va) said today he believes the 
Eisenhower administration will not 
recommend a federal sales tax at 
the next session of Congress. 
“ I will be greatly surprised if 
the secretary

comes up with such a proposal,” 
he declared. 
George, form er chairm an of the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
and 
long-time tax specialist, 
said 
he 
knew the Treasury was “ nervous” 
about revenue it is scheduled 
to 
lose next year because of auto­ 
matic tax cuts w ritten into present 
law. 
With these losses, the Treasury 
“ may find itself obliged” to seek 
some new sources of revenue, the 
senator said. 
But he declared he did not think 
Congress would be willing to im- j 
pose a national sales tax except in 
some “ extremely critical national 
em ergency” leading to much high­ 
er military spending. If that oc­ 
curred, only a sales levy would 
bring in the needed money quickly, 
George commented. 
A key Republican senator, ask­ 
ing not to be named, also said 
he thinks there is no chance of 
enactment of a federal sales tax 
next year “ if things continue to 
ride along as they are.” 
President Eisenhower stirred new 
speculation 
about

tax policy when he said in a speech 
in Boston last night there is no sac­ 
rifice—“ no labor, no tax, no serv­ 
ice”—too 
great 
for 
the 
United 
States to bear against enemies of 
freedom “ equipped with the most 
terrible weapons of destruction.” 
There have 
been 
some uncon­ 
firmed reports that the adm inistra­ 
tion might ask for new taxes to 
help finance an expansion of the 
nation’s air defenses, now- that Rus­ 
sia has claimed mastery of the hy­ 
drogen bomb. 
One veteran Capitol Hill ob­ 
server, 
also 
declining 
to 
be 
identified, looked at the situation 
this way: 
“ Even if the Administration and 
congressional climate were favor­ 
able to imposition of a 
national 
sales tax, it would require many 
years of revamping federal, state 
and municipal tax structures be­ 
fore it could be put into effect. 
“ To the politicians, local and na­ 


tional, a federal sales tax on top 
of the local levies is unthinkable. 
The burden would 
become 
alto­ 
gether too heavy. Hardly an office­ 
holder at Washington or elsewhere 
would dare to support it, or survive 
if he cid. 
“ For, about half of the states 
now have general sales taxes, 
and 
uncounted number of 
, 
lea rely on this source of reve­ 
nue. If Uncle Sam invaded this 
field, these 
local 
taxes 
would 
have to be repealed or scaled 
down so that the combined im ­ 
position would not be too high. 
“ Or, as has frequently been pro­ 
posed, 
the 
federal 
government 
would have to abandon many fields 
of taxation to the states entirely, 
such as duties on the two liquids 
that don’t mix—liquor and gasoline 
—and many other articles. 
“ Thus, there would merely be an 
exchange or a shift of the tax burd­ 
en without any net increase, locally 
or nationally, commensurate with 
the difficulties involved. 
“ Finally, Congress is in a tax-cut­ 
ting mood. It showed its attitude 
when, in a 
legislation, it repealed the tax on 
motion picture admissions. In an­ 
other less publicized move, it cut 
the tax on smoking tobacco from 
18 to IO per cent—a gesture to the 
manual workers and the professor­ 
ial ‘eggheads’ who cling to their 
pipes. 
“ It is impossible to see how' Con­ 
gress can cut any taxes, barring 
an 
unlooked-for 
millennium 
of 
peace and good will among the na­ 
tions. But it is also impossible to 
forecast what Congress will or will 
not do in a re-elect’on year.”

use got a sudden jolt Tuesday from 
C ircleville F ire Chief Talm er Wise. 
He said he can show how the base­ 
ment bastile received 
an 
official 
okay in the F a ll of 1949. 
The question of the jail's sta­ 
tus has important roots in the ar­ 
rangements being made for Cir- 
cleville’s municipal court, due to 
begin Jan. I. If the jail aas been 
£ndem ned, it apparently could 
not legally be used to any great 
extent 
under 
the 
muni-court 
operations. 


City Safety-Health Director C. O. 
Leist said he believes the jail was 
condemned “ about 20 years ago.” 
M ayor Ed Amey and a good many 
others share the same belief. How­ 
ever, W ise has produced 
an 
count which claims the 
jail 
approved in September of 1949 by 
Y *D. Jacoby, 
state 
building 
in­ 
spector for this district. 


Jacoby okayed the jail, 
accord­ 
ing to the report, after 
extensive 
repairs were made.

WHEN PLANS for the municipal 
court first were launched, it 
was 
hoped the 
jail 
beneath 
city hall 
could 
be 
abandoned 
altogether, 
either in favor of a new jail or a 
rc&d-the-clock working agreement 
with the Pickaw ay County jail 
in 
charge of Sheriff Charles H. R ad ­ 
cliff No official appeared 
willing 
to defend facilities of the city jail, 
and city police officers long have 
urged that “ the dive” be closed. 


However, first tipoff that 
plans 
were blowing the other way behind 
the scenes came when Leist sound­ 
ed out Pickaw ay County commis­ 
sioners on a city-county jail 
con­ 
tris t. lf the county “ boarded” the 
city prisoners, Leist told the com­ 
missioners, the city would hold its 
prisoners until “ after the court has 
acted on their cases.” 
The 
com­ 
missioners said this sounded agree­ 
able. 


In City Hall, however, the reac­ 
tion in several quarters was: 
“ What big difference is there 


in that idea and the one we 
al­ 
ready 
have? 
The 
city already 
can have prisoners kept in 
the 
county jail. Under the city court. 
where are we going to put them 
until their cases are heard?” 


Leist conceded the only 
answer 
to that one would be the city jail, j 
widely known for its outdated style 
and denounced publicly earlier this j 
Sum m er as a “ dungeon.” He 
also 
agreed it could prove rugged con­ 
finement for above-average prison­ 
ers who run afoul of the law here 
at a late hour and can’t immedi­ 
ately post bond “ or have somebody 
vouch for them.” 
Nobody was worried about “ the 
drunks and bums” who aren't par­ 
ticular while they’re

for 
their turn before the judge. Leist’s 
reference was to

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AID FOR INDO CHINA 
IF THE UNITED STATES wants t h e 
war in Indo-China—as some sharp-tongued 
commentator remarked the other day—the 
French will let Uncle Sam have it for the 
asking. Now it turns out that he was under­ 
stating the case, in a way. The U. S. is not 
asking for the war, nor quite getting it, but 
is having a major share of the cost thrust 
upon it. 
There is no use trying to soften the blunt 
facts behind the r e c e n t disclosures in 
Washington and Paris. The report that the 
National Security Council is recommending 
an additional $385 million to France, to 
hep her carry on the war in Indo-China, 
has been borne out by French Premier 
Laniel’s statement expressing satisfaction 
at the recommendation. And these devel­ 
opments follow’ Secretary of State Dulles’ 
recent speech offering increased aid to 
France provided the U. S. could count on a 
“vigorous and decisive” effort to end the 
war. Congress will be asked for this sum 
in addition to the $400 million a l r e a d y 
voted. 
However, there is no question that the 
Communists wTould like to w’in this w’ar that 
has been going on now for more than six 
years. Victory in Indo-China would give 
them rice and rubber, along w’ith access to 
other resources they need. It would open 
the way to the conquest of all of Southeast 
Asia. 


JITTERY WASHINGTON 
FURTHER EVIDENCE of the prosperity 
prop which the federal government’s oper­ 
ation supplies in many areas is found in 
the protest Washington merchants and bus­ 
iness interests are registering over dismis- 
al of government worker, an innovation 
which certainly has not reached alarming 
proportions. 
Government workers in Washington are 
jittery and are frugal in their spending. 
Statistics show that money is available for 
spending in the nation’s capital, but govern­ 
ment employees are clinging to their sav­ 
ings. As a result there has been a slight re­ 
duction in the velocity of money. 
The number of federal employees in 
Washington has been reduced from 243,000 
to 230,000. That is much less of a cutback 
than most voters expected, but unemploy­ 
ment compensation payments in the na­ 
tion’s capital are increasing and credit is 
tighter. lr fact, many economic indices in 
the capital city are down. 
But w’hen the world settles down a n d 
there is no need of the hundreds of thou­ 
sands now in the civilian and military bu­ 
reaus, the federal establishment will cer­ 
tainly shrink. Perhaps slight conditioning 
will prepare Washington merchants for the 
real cutbacks of the future. 


Perhaps it will not be long before each 
of us carries as ordinary personal equip­ 
ment, particularly on summer holidays, a 
geologist's pick, a Geiger Counter, a min­ 
er’s lamp and similar impedimenta, the ob­ 
ject being to find more minerals. It might 
even turn into a Twentieth Century Gold 
Rush with some Bonanza in the offing. 
Public Law 206, passed by the 83rd Con­ 
gress, reads in its “Declaration of Policy” : 
“It is h e it b y recognized that the con­ 
tinued dependence on overseas sources of 
supply for strategic or critical minerals 
and metals during periods of threatening 
world conflict or of political 
instability 
within those nations controlling the sources 
of supply ct such materials gravely endan­ 
gers the present and uture economy and 
security of the United States. It is therefore 
declared to be the policy of the Congress 
that each department and agency of the 
Federal Government charged writh respon­ 
sibilities concerning the discovery, devel­ 
opment, production, and acquisition of stra­ 
tegic or critical minerals and metals shall 
undertake to decrease further and to elim­ 
inate w’here possible the dependency of the ' 
United States on overseas sources of sup- 
! ply for each such material.” 
The fact of the matter is that this coun­ 
try has been pouring its mineral wealth | 
upon all the earth as though through a 
sieve. Every time we give away ships, ma- 


I chines, refrigerators and even tin cans, we 
are lessening our own possessions of min­ 
eral wealth. 
Already, we are importing iron ore and 
I copper in increasingly large quantities, al­ 
though our material civilization is based 
upon minerals and metals, 
particularly 
iron and steel. The need for conserving our 
mineral wealth growrs more pressing each 
: year. 
Apparently w’hat excited Congress is the 
i need for tungsten, managnese, chromite, 
mica, asbestos, beryl and columbium—tan­ 
talum-bearing 
o r e s and 
concentrates, i 
These, it is hoped, may be found in quan­ 
tities within the United States. Perhaps if 
we paid as much attention to Central and 
South America as we do to Europe a n d 
Asia, w’e w’ould have more direct access to 
i great mineral wealth. 
There is a deeper significance in t h i s 
law than the search for these particular 
j minerals. In the present atmosphere of 
eanging-up and neutralism, it is obvious 
that just as the United States might be iso- 
I lated politically, so it could happen that w’e 
; could be isolated and defeated by being re- 
I fused access to essential minerals. Most of 
our uranium supply, for instance, comes 
from Belgian Africa and Canada. 
While it must be assumed that the tradi­ 
tional relations between Canada and t h e , 
United States will continue forever despite 
our limitation upon the import of Canadian I 
cheddar cheese, it must be admitted that , 
since the advent of Lester B. Pearson as 
Canadian Minister for External Affairs, a I 
1 new tone sings flat in those relations. Pear­ 
son, in his younger years, was consider­ 
ably influenced bv the Institute of Pacific 
Relations and one of our Senate commit­ 
tees (not Joe McCarthy’s) has an Execu­ 
tive Session document on the subject which 
none may look at but Senatorial eyes. Mr. 
Pearson wants Communist China in t h e 


I United Nations, which could m a k e for 
great unhappiness in this country.

Com m ercial fertilizer is one 
of 


the really good buys you can m ak e 
now—but only if you buy w hat an 


accurate soil test shows that 
you 
need to im prove the yield of a p a r ­ 


ticular crop or field. 
But soil test results dont m ean 
much if you fail to send in 
the 
right kind of sam ple. Poor sam p­ 
ling on the farm could m ake the 
test alm ost u seless. 
The following 
four-step 
method 
will help you get a 
soil 
sam p le | 
that represents all p arts 
of 
your i 
field: 
1. A soil sam p le should be taken , 
from each IO ac res or less 
in 
a 
field. If your field is level and u n i­ 
form. takv a handful of soil from 
IO places equally distributed over 
the area.

2. Surface and 
subsoil

surface sam ple 
should represent 
the first seven inches of soil or nor­ 
m al plowing depth. 
Subsoil 
sa m ­ 
ples should be taken from IO to 15 
inches deep. 
3. After collecting soil from 
IO 
locations in the area to be tested, 
m ix all sam ples thoroughly. (K eep 
surface and subsoil sam ples separ­ 
ate if you take both.) Put one pint 
of soil from the final 
m ixture 
of 
the IO sam ples in a clean, dry con­ 
tainer. This goes to your soils lab­ 
oratory for analysis. 
4. Each sam ple should be w ell 
m arked. Follow the directions of 
your soil test 
laboratory. 
Soils 
men suggest 
that 
m arking 
in­ 
clude the date, county, nam e and 
address, 
location 
from 
which 
sam ple w as taken and w hether it 
is a surface or subsoil sam ple. 
M eanwhile, 
fertilizer 
shortages 
this Fall, sim ilar to those which oc­ 
curred last Spring in the Corn B elt, 
can be 
averted 
if 
farm ers 
act 
prom ptly 
in placing 
orders

taking delivery now. 
H istory could repeat itself unless 
farmers take delivery of plant food 
available in storage right now. 
If 
they w ait till the last m inute, 
as 
m any did last Spring, m anufactur­ 
ers m ay be stym ied in their efforts

and m eet fa rm e rs needs.

year. Agronom ists say that up

profitably 
could

But m an u factu rers 
cannot 
pro­ 
duce and ship in a four-week rush 
period all

fertilizer 
farm ers 
can profitably apply to Fall-seeded 
wheat. Fertilizer will h av e to move 
steadily out of factories and 
onto

im m ed iate 
days 
ahead; Otherwise sto rag e facilities 
m ay get clogged

In that event, last-m inute short­ 
ages can occur. F a r m e r s who

lay too long can lose out on get­ 
ting the fertilizer they counted on.
